Explosion in California,

Petaluma, Aug. 27. 

At precisely 8 o’clock this morning 
our city was startled by a terriffic ex- 
plosion. it was ascertained to be at the 
depot of the Petaluma Railroad, which 
runs to the landing of the steamer Peta- 
luma, and is sjtuated in the southern 
cow of the city.
